To the Citizens of Meredith: 


The Board of Selectmen is pleased to report the completion of the water 
line extension to Meredith Center. We are pleased that the townspeople over- 
whelmingly supported this project during a tough economy to provide potable 
water to residents with gasoline contaminated wells. The water plant upgrade 
for additional necessary capacity should be completed in 1992. 


Town Manager, Peter Russell, continues to work with the Attorney 
General’s Office for substantial, if not nearly total reimbursement of the Town 
of Meredith expenditures for this extension. 


The Meredith Fire Department has used the enlarged water line, which 
allowed for hydrants, four times on structure fires thus far! 


We approved and implemented a mandatory street number ordinance; 
we ask all property owners to post these numbers in the correct form before 
the fall of 1992, to assist our emergency responses as well as general direc- 
tion to properties within the Town. We wish to thank John Edgar and Pauline 
Fournier for their many hours of research in the effort to finalize this impor- 
tant issue. 


We have included a warrant article to purchase the Thurston property 
on Lovejoy Sands Road. We would appreciate your support of this article as 
the additional vehicle and boat trailer parking is needed; we have leased this 
property for the past 3 years. 


We wish to thank our dedicated Town employees and volunteer boards 
for doing an excellent job. We are proud to serve the citizens of Meredith with 
your help. 


As is always the tendency, you remember those that serve after they have 
fulfilled their commitment. We wish to thank the following volunteers for their 
service to the Town of Meredith.

To the citizens of Meredith, I wish to thank you for your input and sup- 
port of my staff and myself as we attempt to conquer the many challenges 
presented to us. 


The Selectmen’s Report has discussed some achievements, but I will list 
additional activities of the Selectmen, employees and volunteers: 


Continued drainage and road improvements utilizing federal flood reim- 
bursement fund. 


Reconstruction of Corliss Hill Road, in conjunction with the Meredith 
Center water project to minimize Town expense. 


Reconstruction of Camp Waldron Road utilizing $100,000 paid by 
Numerica Bank as a requirement of the Waldron Bay subdivision. 


Completed Prescott Park concession/bathroom building for the 1991 
season. 


Dedicated the Prescott Park ballfield in recognition of Robert Valliere. 


Reconstructed the Clough Park retaining wall; final landscaping to be 
completed in 1992. 


Installation of lights at the junction of Routes 3 and 104 in an attempt to 
improve traffic flow. 


Solid Waste continues to be an expensive portion of our municipal budget. 
Additional recycling measures and methods must continue to minimize ex- 
penditures. Our new recyclable store opened in 1991; please drop off re-usable 
items that may be of interest to others or purchase items of interest to you. 
I ask that milk jugs and glass containers be cleaned or rinsed; contaminated 
glass can ruin an entire container of recyclables. 


Cost avoidance due to recycling continues to benefit the tax rate, 1991 
accounted for savings of $67,789.

I wish to thank our excellent Town employees and board volunteers for 
their hard work and dedication to the townspeople of Meredith.

DELIBERATIVE SESSION

The meeting was called to order at 7:00 P.M. by Moderator Parkman with 
invocation given by Rev. Glenn Rice from the Meredith Calvary Church. The 
results of the previous day’s election were announced. Moderator Parkman’s 
instructions to the assembly were that only registered voters would be allowed 
to discuss the article and all questions would be directed to the Moderator.

appropriations to be inclusive of State or Federal grants-in-aid, court 
judgments or any contributions from other sources, provided that such ap- 
propriation shall be contingent upon receipt of written commitments for 
grants-in-aid, court judgments or other contributions in a minimum amount

of Seven Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars ($750,000); (ii) to authorize 
the issuance of serial bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act, Chapter 33, of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes 
Annotated, as amended, to meet said appropriation, provided, however, that 
the total amount of bonds or notes to be issued shall be reduced by the amounts 
of such grants-in-aid, court judgments or contributions from other sources; 
(ili) to authorize the Town Treasurer to make temporary borrowings, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said Chapter, in anticipation of the receipt

Mr. Earle Hardy had some questions on the phrasing ‘‘contingent upon’’. 
Mr. Peter Russell, Town Manager, explained that if the funds did not become 
available the project would not start. Lucienne ‘“‘Cookie”’ Taggett and Patricia 
Sirles, both from Meredith Center, spoke strongly in favor of the article and 
hoped that the townspeople would support the article. There was no further 
discussion and Moderator Parkman called for the secret ballot at 7:15. Voters 
proceeded thru the checklist for their ballot. Polls closed at 8:15. 


The count was 198 YES, 28 NO. 


Moderator Parkman declared the Bond article passed in the affirmative 
by the more than 2/3 vote required. 


Before the next article the following resolution was read by Selectman 
Robert Ambrose. 


WHEREAS, it is anticipated that Meredith and other Belknap County 
communities will assume a portion of debt service on behalf of the Gunstock 
Recreation Area, by county taxation, and 


WHEREAS, current economic conditions have resulted in a curtailment 
of expenditures by towns and school districts for basic municipal services, and 


WHEREAS, the Town’s tax dollars should be directed towards suppor- 
ting traditional services,

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the voters of the Town of 
Meredith hereby direct the Board of Selectmen to take the responsible ac- 
tions necessary to promote improvements in the operation of the Gunstock 
Recreational Area to reduce and/or eliminate its reliance upon the future 
county property taxes. 


Charles Vogler and Carl Johnson, Meredith’s Representatives to the 
General Court and members of the County Delegation, spoke to the resolution. 


The assembly voted in the affirmative regarding the resolution with a 
few nays. 


ARTICLE 16 

It was moved by Ambrose and seconded by Hughes, to see if the Town 
will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, 
without further action by Town Meeting, money from gifts or donations, etc., 
from the State, Federal or other governmental unit or a private source which 
becomes available during the year, in accordance with RSA 31:95-b. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 17 

It was moved by Selectman James Hughes and seconded by David Sticht, 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to bor- 
row in anticipation of taxes, such sums as are necessary for the operation 
of the Town and to set the rates, effect the issuance of notes, and to other- 
wise negotiate for the sale of notes to be paid within the present fiscal year. 


No discussion on the article. Voted in the affirmative by a unanimous voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 18 

It was moved by Selectman Sticht and seconded by Selectman Ambrose, 
to see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Five Million, Eight 
Hundred Sixty Eight Thousand, Five Hundred Fifty Four Dollars for the 
necessary operational expenses of the Town for the ensuing year. This in- 
cludes the water and sewer departments which are self-supporting. Mr. Sticht 
explained this amount was $28,322.00 less than the amount shown in the hand- 
out with back up material because of a reduction in the Town’s portion of the 
retirement fund. Mr. Sticht explained that the amount to be raised by taxa- 
tion is $3,420,919.00 with a tax impact of $5.88. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 19 

It was moved by Mr. Ambrose and seconded by Mr. Hughes, to see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and transfer title to all real 
estate taken by the Town in default of redemption or from any Tax Lien upon 
such conditions as they shall see fit. 


Mr. Earle Hardy had some questions of the manner of disposal since the 
tax lien procedure changed. 


Mr. Russell explained it was the same procedure as previously with a 
public auction or by sealed bids. 


No further discussion. Passed unanimously by a voice vote. No nays. 


ARTICLE 20 

It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman Sticht 
to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Thou- 
sand Dollars ($20,000.) for improvements under the State Aid Reconstruc- 
tion Program provided that the State of New Hampshire appropriate Forty 
Thousand Dollars ($40,000.). 


No discussion. Voted in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 21 

It was moved by Sticht and seconded by Ambrose to see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the Selectmen to expend such amounts from the Refuse 
Disposal Capital Reserve Fund as may be necessary for the reconstruction 
and/or capital expenditures as required. 


No discussion. Voted in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 22 

It was moved by Robert Ambrose and seconded by James Hughes to see 
if the Town Meeting will vote to discontinue a portion of a Class V highway 
known as Cattle Landing Road from the original layout of 1844, that portion 
existing outside a newly created 50 foot wide right-of-way running from 
Meredith Neck Road intersection through the property owned by Gypsy Camp 
Revocable Trust in accordance with plans presented to the Board of Select- 
men by Associated Surveyors. Said discontinuance to be contingent upon 
transfer of a 50’ R.O.W. by Gypsy Camp Revocable Trust. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


At this point in the meeting Selectman James Hughes honored retiring 
Selectman David Sticht with a plaque and thanked him for his past year as 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen and his service to the Town for the past 
three years. 
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ARTICLE 23 
Should the polling hours for all elections be extended to run from 7:00 
a.m. to 7:00 p.m.? (Petitioned by 25 or more legal voters. ) 


Kevin Sullivan made a motion to accept the article as read and duly 
seconded by John Rogers. 


Mr. Sullivan spoke in favor of the article. Selectman Hughes said the polls 
had been open the previous day at 7:00 AM and asked Moderator Parkman 
for his impression. Mr. Parkman said that probably 70 percent of the voters 
came to the polls between 3:00 and 7:00 PM and he felt that it was not 
necessary to open at 7:00 AM. There was some further discussion and it was 
explained that absentee ballots were available. Robert Ambrose suggested 
to keep the extended hours thru one full election cycle. 


The article to extend the polling hours was passed in the affirmative by 
a voice vote with a few nays. 


ARTICLE 24 | 

To see if the Town will vote to discontinue a portion of the rangeway as 
originally laid out in the Town of Meredith. That portion to be discontinued 
is approximately sixty-six (66) feet in width and runs in a northeasterly direc- 
tion from the northeasterly sideline of Winona Road (sometimes known as 
Oak Hill Road) in a straight line across land of the Meredith Historical Society 
(Lot 132, Tax Map S26, 4/1/90) to its southwesterly boundary line at land now 
or formerly of Everett and Florence Horne (Lot 131, Tax Map 826, 4/1/90) ; 
and to see if the Town will vote to release and quitclaim any right, title and 
interest it may have in and to said rangeway to the Meredith Historical Socie- 
ty. (Petitioned by 25 or more legal voters.) 


Prior to the motion on the article Moderator Parkman read the follow- 
ing opinion as prepared by Mr. Russell after discussion with NHMA. 


Rangeways in New Hampshire were laid out by the King of England prior 
to any land grants. Ambiguity exists as to ownership and any rights to discon- 
tinue by a Municipality, if the rangeway was not utilized as a Town Highway. 
If used as a Town Highway, the Town’s interest would be ROW over the land 
only, not title to the actual land itself. Claims for land on rangeways may 
be made, by any party, but verification could be most difficult. 


This article asks the Town to release and quit claim any right, title and 
interest it may have. The Town in fact may have none. If the Town relin- 
quishes any of its right or interest, it does not have authority to relinquish 
rights of others, if any. 
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Mr. William Pond made a motion to accept the article as read which was 
duly seconded. 


Harold Wyatt spoke to the article and gave a brief history of the road. 
Everett Horne spoke against the article. He said discontinuance would create 
a precedent. 


No further discussion. The article was defeated by a voice vote. There 
were a few in favor. 


ARTICLE 25 

We the people of the Town of Meredith strongly encourage our state to 
maintain its commitment to programs and services that serve the basic 
human needs of our poor, sick, disabled, children, elderly and unemployed 
citizens. Further, we urge that the maintenance of this commitment should 
not result in a shift of financial responsibility to the local community. (Peti- 
tioned by 25 or more legal voters.) 


Earle Hardy made a motion to accept Article 25 as read. It was second- 
ed by Lou Laverdure. 


Mr. Laverdure spoke to the article and encouraged the Selectmen to make 
known to the Legislators our concerns. 


No discussion. Unanimous voice vote in the affirmative. 
Meeting adjourned at 8:25 PM.

containing such representations and covenants as are necessary to maintain 
the tax exemption under Federal Income Tax Laws of interest on such bonds, 
notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the Selectmen and Town 
Manager to apply for and accept any or all State or Federal grants-in-aid, 
or other contributions in aid of the project, and to expend the appropriation 
in accordance herewith. (Passage requires affirmative vote of two-thirds pre- 
sent and voting.) 


ARTICLE 18 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer 
to borrow in anticipation of taxes, such sums as are necessary for the opera- 
tion of the Town and to set the rates, effect the issuance of notes and to other- 
wise negotiate for the sale of notes to be paid within the present fiscal year. 


ARTICLE 19 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and transfer 
title to all real estate taken by the Town in default of redemption or from any 
Tax Lien upon such conditions as they shall see fit. 


ARTICLE 20 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend, without further action by Town Meeting, money from 
gifts or donations, etc., from the State, Federal or other governmental unit 
or a private source which becomes available during the year in accordance 
with RSA 31:95-b.

ARTICLE 21 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to ac- 
cept gifts of personal property, other than money, which may be offered to 
the Town for any public purpose. Such authorization shall remain in effect 
until rescinded by Town vote and with the following conditions in accordance 
with RSA 31:95-e. 


1. The Selectmen shall hold a public hearing prior to acceptance. 


2. No acceptance of any personal property shall be deemed to bind the 
Town to raise, appropriate or expend any public funds for the operation, 
maintenance, repair or replacement of such personal property. 


ARTICLE 22 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Public Library Trustees, in 
accordance with RSA 202-A:4-C, to apply for, accept and expend, without fur- 
ther action by the Town Meeting, money from the State, Federal or other 
governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the 
year. This money is to be used only for legal purposes for which a Town may 
appropriate money, not require the expenditure of other Town funds, and is 
exempt from all provisions of RSA 32, relative to limitation and expenditure 
of Town monies. 


ARTICLE 23 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to ac- 
cept on behalf of the Town, gifts, legacies and devises made to the Town in 
trust for any public purpose, as permitted by RSA 31:19. 


ARTICLE 24 
To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
necessary operational expenses of the Town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 25 
To see if the Town will vote to rescind the authorization for the issuance 
of serial bonds or notes for the construction and improvement of a Fire Substa- 
tion on Town property located in Meredith Center (Article 10, 1989 Town 
Meeting); said appropriation was made by temporary borrowing only. 


ARTICLE 26 
To see if the Town will vote to rescind the authorization for the issuance 
of serial bonds or notes for the purpose of purchasing capital equipment and 
improvements as follows: One (1) Fire Truck ($162,500.) ; Fire Department 
Equipment ($24,931.); Municipal Office Improvements ($35,000. ) ; Police Com- 
puter System ($37,339.); (Article 24, 1988 Town Meeting) ; said appropriation 
was made by temporary borrowing only.

ARTICLE 27 
To see if the Town will vote to rescind the current use penalty transfer 
to the Conservation Commission and LCIP Fund as adopted under Article 
20 of the 1989 Town Meeting Warrant. 


ARTICLE 28 
To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of NH RSA 79-A:25, 
whereby placing current use change tax funds, in an amount up to Ten Thou- 
sand ($10,000.) Dollars per year, in a conservation fund in accordance with 
RSA 36-A:5. 


ARTICLE 29 

Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 79-A:25-a, to account for revenues 
received from the land use change tax in a fund separate from the general 
fund? Any surplus remaining in the land use change tax fund shall not be part 
of the general fund until such time as the legislative body shall have had the 
opportunity at an annual meeting to vote to appropriate a specific amount 
from the land use change tax fund for any purpose not prohibited by the laws 
or by the Constitution of this State.

Dollars for improvements under the State Aid Reconstruc- 
tion Program provided that the State of New Hampshire appropriates Forty 
Thousand ($40,000.) Dollars. 


ARTICLE 31 
To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Fire Department Capital 
Equipment Fund; said funds, with accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, 
to be transferred to the Town’s General Fund. 


ARTICLE 32 
To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under 
the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Fire Department Fire Truck 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-Five Thousand ($25,000.) 
Dollars and authorize the use/transfer of this amount from the Town’s General 
Fund surplus. 


ARTICLE 33 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Thou- 
sand Five Hundred ($4,500.) Dollars for the design of a sidewalk on Waukewan 
Street from the Waukewan boat launch area to Waukewan Beach.

ARTICLE 34 
To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 149-I to give 
the Selectmen the authority to assess upon the person whose drains enter our 
sewer mains, drains, treatment facilities or whose land receives special 
benefits, their just share of expense or any capital debt or interest of con- 
struction and maintenance and do all things necessary to maintain and operate 
a Sewer Department in the best interest of the Town. 


ARTICLE 35 
To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 38 to allow

ARTICLE 36 
To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 231:8 through 
231:33, to allow the Selectmen to exercise their authority to conditionally lay 
out roads over existing private rights-of-way meeting Town requirements, 
accept deeds thereof and utilizing betterment assessments if applicable. 


ARTICLE 37 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty- 
Five Thousand ($25,000.) Dollars for the purpose of improvements on Sawmill 
Shores Road. Total cost of this project to be assessed to the property owners 
on that road. 


ARTICLE 38 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum not to ex- 
ceed Seventeen Thousand ($17,000.) Dollars to upgrade Dolloff Brook Road 
to Town specifications. Any cost (initial repairs and maintenance bond) 
relating to this project could be assessed to the property owners on that road. 
The betterment assessment is contingent upon the availability of clear deed 
title by September 15, 1992. If clear title is not available, said appropriation 
and betterment assessment shall become null and void. (Petitioned by 25 or 

more legal voters of the Town of Meredith.) 


ARTICLE 39 
To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to appoint a volunteer 
committee to explore research costs and review the Meredith Lumber site 
or other property for potential use as a community center and report back 
to the Town.
